Dear Mr. Lloyd: 

This is in response to your Freedom of Information/Privacy Acts (FOlPA) request. The FBI has 
completed its search for records responsive to your request. Below you will find informational paragraphs 
relevant to your request. Please read each item carefully. 

Material consisting of 1 page has been reviewed pursuant to Title 5, U.S. Code § 552, and this 
material is being released to you in its entirety with no excisions being made by the FBI. 

The enclosed documents represent the final release of information responsive to your Freedom of 
Information/Privacy Acts (FOlPA) request. This material is being provided to you at no charge. 

Enclosed is one cross-reference which are identifiable with the subject of your request. Cross- 
references are defined as mentions of the subject of your request in files to other individuals, organizations, 
events, or activities. In processing the cross-references, the pages considered for possible release 
included only those pages which mention the subject of your request and any additional pages showing the 
context in which the subject of your request was mentioned. The cross-reference pages were processed 
pursuant to the provisions of the FOIA and are being released to you in redacted form. 

A search of the FBI Headquarters electronic surveillance indices has been conducted, and no 
responsive record which indicates that Hugh Gaitskell has ever been the target of electronic surveillance 
was located. 

The FBI is a criminal law enforcement agency as well as an intelligence agency. The records 
located, processed and released to you pertain to the FBI’s criminal law enforcement mission and functions. 
In its capacity as an intelligence agency, the FBI compiles records while carrying out its responsibilities to 
investigate threats to national security and gather foreign intelligence. The nature of your request implicates 
records the FBI may or may not compile pursuant to these national security and foreign intelligence missions 
and functions. Accordingly, the FBI cannot confirm or deny the existence of any records about your subject 
as the mere acknowledgment of such records existence or nonexistence would in and of itself trigger harm 
to national security interests per Exemption (b)(1) and/or reveal intelligence sources and methods per 
Exemption (b)(3); 50 U.S.C. § 3024(i)(1). 

For your additional information, records that may be responsive to your Freedom of 
Information/Privacy Acts (FOlPA) request have been transferred to the National Archives and Records

This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication that 
excluded records do, or do not, exist.
